SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 


IN  A  HISTORY  so  small  it  is  obviously  impossible  to  give  a  complete 
history  of  the  class  of  ’31.  The  author  has  been  obliged  to  limit 
herself  rather  generally  to  activities  which  the  class  participated  in 
as  a  whole,  believing  that  each  member  can  fill  in  the  high  lights  and 
shadows  of  his  individual  experience  and  so  complete  the  picture  for 
himself. 

Since  the  beginning  of  our  Freshman  year,  “To  play  the  game”  has 
been  our  aim  and  purpose.  As  Freshmen  we  elected  Clara  Joris,  presi¬ 
dent;  Meyer  Jones,  vice  president;  John  Hollis,  secretary;  Robert 
Jacobs,  treasurer.  Miss  McGeath  and  Mr.  Leichty  acted  as  class  spon¬ 
sors  during  our  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years. 

The  officers  for  the  Sophomore  year  were  Bernard  Myers,  president; 
Virginia  Hill,  vice  president;  Esther  Nelson,  secretary;  John  Hollis, 
treasurer.  The  social  activities  of  these  two  years  were  confined  to  a 
picnic  and  a  hayride. 

Lucille  Marchal  was  twice  honored  in  the  County  Latin  Contest; 
and  several  took  part  in  the  oratorical  contest,  Robert  Jacobs,  Armella 
Elliott,  and  Robert  Guy  receiving  honorable  awards.  The  boys  won  the 
Inter-Class  Basketball  Championship  for  1928. 

The  Junior  year  may  perhaps  be  catalogued  as  the  most  eventful, 
for  it  was  during  this  period  that  we  had  our  first  dramatic  experience. 
“The  House  Next  Door”  was  presented  at  the  William  Reed  auditorium 
and  proved  an  unprecedented  success.  The  music  talent  of  the  class  ap¬ 
peared  at  its  best  in  “Kathleen,”  an  operetta  presented  by  the  school. 

Class  rings  arrived  just  in  time  to  lend  added  joy  to  the  Christmas 
season. 

The  never-to-be  forgotten  event  of  the  year’s  activities  was  the 
Junior-Senior  Prom.  During  the  banquet  toasts  and  music  were  en¬ 
joyed.  Later  we  sojourned  from  the  Methodist  Church  to  the  High 
School  Gym,  which  had  been  transformed  into  a  garden  of  beauty.  Here 
the  “Shrinking  Violets”  watched  the  “Johnny-Jump-Ups”  come  and  go 
on  a  light  fantastic  toe. 

During  the  year,  additional  glory  was  added  to  the  class  of  ’31 
when  the  girls  won  the  Inter-Class  Basketball  Tournament,  and  when 
certain  members  of  the  class  brought  honor  to  the  school  by  their  in¬ 
dividual  achievements.  Audramae  Minneman  placed  first  in  the  County 


Latin  Contest  and  third  in  the  District  Contest.  Elmer  Doyle  won  third 
place  in  State  Chemistry  Essay  Contest  and  Armella  Elliot  won  first. 
In  the  County  Oratorical,  Declamatory,  and  Musical  Contest  Meyer 
Jones  won  first  place  in  oratory  and  Robert  Jacobs  first  in  music.  The 
Shorthand  team  composed  of  Audrey  Willman,  Mildred  Long,  and  Lela 
Brose  won  third  place  in  the  Commercial  District  Contest. 

We  were  guided  through  this  busy  year  with  Meyer  Jones  as  presi¬ 
dent;  Esther  Nelson,  vice  president;  Lucille  Marchal,  secretary;  and 
Vivian  Rapp,  treasurer.  Miss  McGeath  and  Mr.  Wilson  acted  as  spon¬ 
sors. 

In  September,  1930,  our  ambitions  were  realized  when  we  became 
the  Senior  Class.  Our  roll  call  was  slightly  decreased,  but  we  still  had  a 
large  number  of  tried  and  loyal  members. 

Again  we  found  it  imperative  to  have  some  class  officers,  due  to  the 
various  activities  relative  to  a  graduating  class.  Meyer  Jones  was  again 
elected  president  (Note — Meyer  has  served  three  years  as  an  officer); 
Francis  Ratliff,  vice  president;  Esther  Nelson,  secretary  (she,  too,  has 
served  three  years) ;  Robert  Crist,  treasurer. 

A  subscription  campaign  for  Curtis  Magazines  was  the  first  finan¬ 
cial  endeavor  of  the  class.  The  “Reds”  led  by  Esther  Elzey  worked 
valiantly  and  placed  first. 

Forensic  activities,  ably  coached  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Wagner,  were  added 
to  the  Seniors’  inter-scholastic  struggles. 

Then  came  the  long-heralded  and  successful  Senior  play,  revealing 
unusual  dramatic  talent.  Hick  and  Ham  day  followed  with  its  usual 
loads  of  fun,  Class  Day  with  its  Last  Will  and  Testament,  Class  Pro¬ 
phecy  and  History,  the  gay  Junior-Senior  Prom,  and  the  Senior  Picnic 
in  May,  where  the  Seniors  frolicked  for  the  last  time  as  a  class  before 
that  final  solemn  occasion — Commencement — The  Senior’s  Farewell. 

Having  finished  its  final  test  of  youthful  learning,  the  Class  of  1931 
goes  forth,  leaving  with  its  faithful  advisors,  Miss  McGeath  and  Mr. 
Myers,  and  with  all  the  faculty,  a  most  sincere  appreciation  for  their  un¬ 
tiring  and  unselfish  work  to  prepare  its  members  for  the  task  of  life.

DEDICATION  PROGRAM  AND  GAME 


Hartford  City’s  new  high  school  gymnasium  and  vocational  build¬ 
ing  was  formally  dedicated,  Thursday,  November  20,  1930,  amid  a  blaze 
of  color  and  enthusiasm,  which  was  marked  by  the  praise  and  con¬ 
gratulations  of  leading  school  officials  and  coaches  from  all  over 
Hoosierdom.  The  program  opened  at  7:30  o’clock,  with  various  selec¬ 
tions  by  the  high  school  band.  The  band  members  were  seated  upon 
the  stage,  which  was  decorated  with  palms  and  crepe  paper  streamers 
of  Old  Gold  and  Black  and  Green  and  White,  the  Hartford  City  and 
Newcastle  colors.  Palms  were  used  in  the  hallways  leading  to  the  gym¬ 
nasium,  and  flags  were  suspended  from  the  steel  beams.  School  ban¬ 
ners  and  banner  trophies  were  also  hung  about  the  big  auditorium. 

Rev.  L.  E.  Minneman  gave  the  invocation.  E.  E.  Cox,  president  of 
the  Gymnasium  Holding  Company,  served  as  master  of  ceremonies. 
The  Marion  Elk’s  trio  rendered  several  fine  selections,  which  were  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  introduction  of  A.  L.  Trester,  of  the  Indiana  High  School 
Athletic  Association.  Mr.  Trester  stressed  the  importance  of  a  physi¬ 
cal  education  program  in  our  school.  Mr.  Roy  P.  Wisehart,  state  sup¬ 
erintendent  of  Indiana  Schools,  then  was  called  upon  for  a  short  ad¬ 
dress,  and  he  likewise  praised  Hartford  City’s  facilities  for  physical 
education. 

The  Airedales,  playing  under  a  severe  strain  of  a  game  that  dedi¬ 
cated  the  new  gym,  suffered  a  defeat  at  the  hands  of  a  brilliant  New¬ 
castle  Trojan  squad  by  a  20  to  25  score.  Erratic  passing  and  inability 
to  connect  from  the  foul  line  proved  their  downfall.  The  Trojans  piled 
up  a  ten  point  lead  and  the  half  ended  17  to  7 ;  then  the  Airedales  re¬ 
versed  the  scoring  completely  the  last  half,  making  13  points  to  New¬ 
castle’s  8  points,  but  it  was  not  enough  to  win  this  all  important  game.

ANOTHER  championship  crown  passed  to  the  Airedales  when  they 
defeated  Eaton  in  the  final  game  of  the  second  annual  Big  Four 
Tournament  at  the  new  gym  Saturday,  January  10.  This  is  the 
second  consecutive  year  that  this  honor  has  been  won  by  the  Airedales. 
The  other  competing  teams  were  Winchester  and  Portland. 

The  Airedales  won  the  right  to  compete  in  the  final  game  by  elimi¬ 
nating  the  Yellow  Jackets  of  Winchester,  27  to  25,  in  a  thrilling  over¬ 
time  game,  which  was  by  far  the  class  of  the  tournament. 

The  Norsemen  advanced  to  the  final  bracket  with  a  comparatively 
easy  24  to  16  score  over  the  Portland  Panthers. 

The  consolation  honors  went  to  the  Winchester  Yellow  Jackets, 
who  defeated  Portland  by  the  score  of  30  to  17.

The  second  game,  which  determined  consolation  honors,  was  won 
by  Hartford  City.  The  score  was  Hartford  City  35,  Warren  22. 

Wabash  defeated  Huntington  26  to  14  and  claimed  the  final  victory. 
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SECTIONAL  TOURNAMENT 

The  eleven  teams  from  Jay  and  Blackford  Counties,  which  met  in 
the  new  gym  on  March  6th  and  7th  to  fight  for  sectional  honors,  were 
Hartford  City,  Montpelier,  Roll,  Pennville,  Portland,  Bryant,  Gray, 
Madison,  Poling,  Redkey  and  Dunkirk. 

The  opening  game  of  the  annual  classic  was  claimed  by  the  Bryant

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RETRO  CAMPAIGN 


THE  1931  RETRO  CAMPAIGN  was  announced  in  the  assemblies 
and  class  rooms  by  the  appearance  of  brightly  colored  posters  and 
handbills.  These  carried  slogans  and  announced  that  this  year’s 
book  was  to  be  the  best  ever  for  half  the  usual  price. 

Senior  business  managers  met  with  each  of  the  classes  to  formu¬ 
late  plans  for  class  campaigns.  From  the  beginning  of  the  sales  there 
was  much  rivalry  and  each  day,  as  reports  were  announced,  competition 
increased. 

Large  charts  were  placed  on  the  bulletin  boards  in  the  upper  and 
lower  halls,  and  sales  were  posted  each  morning.  The  Seniors  did  not 
compete  with  the  under  classmen,  but  the  class  was  divided  into  eight 
teams,  each  having  a  sales  director.  This  provided  much  spirit  and  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  sale  of  198  Retros. 

A  goal  of  400  copies  had  been  set  by  the  staff,  but  with  the  response 
so  gratifying  it  was  necessary  to  extend  the  number  to  meet  the  demand. 

At  the  close  of  the  two  weeks’  campaign  a  check  of  sales  proved 
that  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  grades  had  won  the  contest  by  securing  95 
subscriptions.  The  Sophomores  followed  closely  with  a  total  of  90. 
The  Freshmen  reported  72  and  the  Juniors  57.  As  an  award  for  their 
splendid  efforts,  the  winners  were  presented  with  an  attractive  black 
and  gold  banner  by  Meyer  Jones,  business  manager  of  the  Retro.
